Sixteen Counties Added to List 
of Thirty in Which There 
Are No Saloons. 


DRYS WIN LARGE TOWNS 


Illinois saloons felt the wallop ™ yester- 
day of the new woman’s vote. Incomplete 
returns from the 315 townships voting di- 
rectly on the wet and dry question show that 
more than 1,000 saloons were put out of com- 
mission and that the woman's vote was re- 
sponsible for the result. 

It was not a clean sweep for the anti- 
saloon forces, and the general result was far 
from the optimistic forecast made by the dry 
leaders that the first election in which the 
women would have a chance to show what 
they thought of the liquor question would 
be an overwhelming victory for the enemies 
of the saloons.

Largest Total Plled Up 
Against $4,000,000 More 
for the County Hospital. 


OTHER PROPOSALS LOSE 


Chicago voted un emphatic “ No” on seven 
of the twelve propositions submitted for its 
consideration at the polls yesterday. Only 
two of the six bond issues proposed were ap- 
proved by the voters. 

The slaughter of four other bond proposi- 
tions was considered a direct reprimand to 
the city administration and the majority 
controlling the county board. Plans to spend 
$2,500,009 for police stations and sites and 
$1,000,000 for the same purpose in the fire 
department were rejected by a large vote, but 
a still larger total was piled up against the 
proposal to permit the present county board 
te spend $4,000,000 more on the county hos- 
pital. The city administration’s request to 
be permitted to pay off $370,000 in judgments 
by bond issue was squelched. 

Two Bond Propositions Passed. 
The two bond propositions indorsed at the 
polls were the proposed issue of $470,000 for 
health department buildings, including the 
contagious disease hospital, and the issue 
of $350,000 for bathing beaches. The only 
other propositions to carry were the advisory 
action on the “ home rule” amendment of 
the public utilities act and the two annez- 
ation propositions—for the addition Mor- 

gan Park and Cicero to Chicago. 

The other propositions that went down to 
defeat were the amendment of the municipal 


aldermen, city clerk, and city treasurer to 
four years, and the “ comprehensive sub- 
way.”

OLSON IS DISAPPOINTED. 


State’s Attorney Hoyne Calls It 
Vicious Bill; Glad It 
Failed. 


The revised Municipal court act, submit- 
ted yesterday by referendum to the people 
of Chicago, was overwhelmingly defeated 
by a vote of practically 45,000. The attitude 
of the people makes impossible in the imme- 
diate future any radical reform of criminal 
procedure, at least through the Municipal 
court. 


The vote, both friends and enemies of the 
act say, is an indication of lack of confi- 
dence in the caliber of some of the judges 
now sitting in the Municipal court. The 
friends of the measure declare this lack of 
confidence the chief reason for its defeat. 


Planned Radical Revision. 

The act was passed at the last legislature 
subject to the referendum which yesterday 
defeated it. It was a radical revision of the 
old Municipal court act which was passed 
to do away with the abuses of the justice 
of the peace system. The Municipal court 
judges made their own revision, working on 
the proposed law the better part of one win- 
ter. 

Mos timportant in the proposed law was a 
provision extending the jurisdiction of the 
court, which now embraces only certain 
kinds of civil suits and final jurisdiction in 
misdemeanor cages, to all crimes except mur- 
der and treason. No chancery powers, such 
as hasbeas corpus, were tncladed. The ef- 
fect. of this provision would have been the 
practical abolition of the grand jury, except 
in capital crimes and extraordinary cases. 

Other minor changes, chiefly in procedure 
to enable the judges to handle additional 
business more successfully, were written 
into the act. 


Judge Olson Disappointed. 

Harry Olson, chief justice of the Municipal 
court and one of the chief advocates of the 
bill, was disappointed at its failure. He 
was found in a downtown theater. 

“ We got pretty far with it,” he said. “Of 
course I am disappointed. The bill was not 
a perfect bill, but some such bill as this is 
inevitable. We won't be half civilized in the 


treatment of crime until the lawyers and the 
people wake up to the need of just such a 
step.

Says It Must Pass. 

“The Bar association, in its referendum, 
did not give the bill a fairshow. The first of 
the advantages they cited in their circular 
letter said that any person would be able to 
file information and secure the trial of an- 
other person. That is, of course, unthink- 
able, and the bill provided nothing of the 
sort. 

It must pass in some form or other.“ 

Maclay Hoyne was pleased. Glad it didn’t 
pass,” he said. “It shows the people are 
awake. It was a vicious bill, a dangerous 
bill. It would have cost the city a great deal 
of money in the long run. I thought it 
wouldn't have a chance.“

FACTION MEN USE FISTS. 


Discourtesy and Intimidation of 
Women Voters Bring 
Prompt Rebukes. 


Some fight between adherents of various 
candidates were reported to the election com- 
missioners yesterday but no arrests were 
made. Intimidation. and discourtesy to 
women got three officials into trouble. Here 
are some of the cases reported: 


A fist fight at 1158 Larrabee street, 
polling place for the Twenty-first pre- 
cinct of the Twenty-second. The men 
escaped before the police arrived.

IS PRODUCED BY SCIENTIST. 


Prof. W. D. Bancroft of Cornell De- 
scribes His Invention as an ‘‘Blec- 
tric Firefly.” 


Cincinnati, O., April 1.—~That light without 
heat is a near possibility and that water 
vapor does exist in volcances was brought 
out today in addresses at the convention of 
the American Chemical association. 

The heatiess light possibility was discussed 
by Prof. W. D. Bancroft of Cornell, who 
spoke on Flame Reactions.” 

Prof. Bancroft said that he has achieved 
what he denominates a light known as the 
“electric firefly.” This Nght is produced by 
electricity under certain conditions and re- 
sembles the phosphorescent light of a firefly, 
but as yet is not commercially available.

Fail to Get Number of Aldermen 
Needed to Block Finan- 
cial Matters. 


‘Milwaukee, Wis., April 7.—[Special.]—Once 
more today Milwaukee demonstrated that it 
jg not a Socialist community, when Mayor 
G. A. Bading. nonpartisan, was elected over 
Emil Seidel, ex-mayor and late Socialist can- 
didate for vice president, by a majority of 
6,000. The landslide for Bading, despite the 
tremendous opposition from all sides, carried 
into office with him the entire nonpartisan 
ticket, including controller, treasurer, and 
attorney, and the six aldermen at large. 
The aldermen at large and city attorney 
elected by the nonpartisans take the places 
of Godlalists elected four years ago. The 
vote was heavy. 
A pledge to carry out the $13,000,000 sewage 
proposal and purify the city water 
was the chief promise of the nonpartisans, as 
well as a pledge to put the city on a cash 
basis instead of a bond basis. 


Socialist Attorney Remains. 

“fhe new city administration will be, with 
the exception of the city attorney, the same 
as the present. A city attorney is elected 
every four years, and Daniel Hoan, who 
completes his term this spring after being 
electéd by the Socialists in their 1910 cleanup, 
will be succeeded by W. H. Timlin Jr., who 
gas his assistant through most of his term. 
Timlin, however, was a nonpartisan candi- 
date. Louis Kotecki, controller, and J. P. 
Carney. treasurer, are the other two city offi- 
ders who, with Bading. are chosen for an- 
other term. 

The city council election is important, for 
the victory gives the nonpartisans free reign, 
while for the last two years the Socialists 
have held the one-third of the council needed 
to block financial matters. The Socialists 
elect not over seven of the twenty-three al- 
germen from the wards. 

Reports from the state show that there has 

been no important change in the aspect of 
the situation from the liquor license stand- 
point.

SECRETARY HOGAN INDORSES 
USE OF TRADE AGREEMENTS. 


Official of Stove Founders’ Association 
Says They Lead to Keeping of In- 
dustrial Peace. 


Washington, D. C., April 7.—[Special.]— 
Thomas J. Hogan of Chicago, secretary of 
the Stove Founders’ National Defense asso- 
ciation, an organization of employers, today 
gave trade agreements his heartiest indorse- 
ment at the industrial relations commission 
hearings.

No party, faction, or governing group 
ever received a more unquestionable and 
stinging rebuke than was given in yester- 
day’s election. 

The results are an overwhelming vote of 
want of confidence in the city aduiinistra - 
tion, in the city council as organized and 
influenced, and in the Bartzen-Burg-Hoyne 
manhandling of county affairs. 

The most eqnspicuous, repudiation of 
Hearst-Harrison management or rather 
mismanagement is given in the staggering 
refusal of the disingenuous comprehensive 
subway” proposition and the $4,000,000 
county bond issue. The people of Ohicago 
in a majority of 150,000 refused to walk 
into the subway quicksand. The people of 
Cook county seized the opportunity to re- 
buke the impudent appeal of the Bartzen- 
Burg spoilsmen for more funds to waste. 

The lesson ought to be something worth 
while to politicians who have held so con- 
temptuous and unscrupulous an opinion of 
the voters of this wide awake community. 
Their methods are obsolete. Their stand- 
ards belong to the past. The people pro- 
pose to put the people's house in order. 

From this standpoint, too, the election is 
one of the most encouraging for many years. 
It reveals a force of informed and deter- 
mined citizenship, which can make over 
the administration of pubhe affairs in this 
city und county. The voting on the long 
and involved little ballot ” proposition was 
a triumph of sound sense and discrimina- 
tion. The home rule proposition won be- 
cause Chicago wishes home rule. No ref- 
erendum was needed on this question. But 
since it was there Chicago said yes.

The bathing beaches, 
involving a municipal idea dear to the hearts 
of the people, was approved. The Munici- 
pal court act amendment, which involved 
serious changes not to be too hastily ac- 
cepted, was refused. 

For the rest, their approval meant ap- 
proval of bad administration and bad fiscal 
policy, and the voters gave their negative 
with a force that cannot be mistaken. 

Chicago and Cook county, we believe on 
faith of this election, and the whole ten- 
dency of our awakened civic feeling, is 
entering upon better days. The day of old 
time cynical, evasive, wasteful, professional 
politics is waning. The We Will” spirit, 
militant and enlightened, is in the ascendant. 


A NEEDED LAW. 

There has been much criticism of the fed- 
eral law providing compensation for in- 
juries in the course of their work to em- 
ployés of the United States. It was pointed 
out, for instance, that while the government 
has something like 400,000 civilian em- 
ployés, the provisions of the law are such 
that only one-fourth of this number of 
workers can share in its benefits. The law 
is declared to be merely a makeshift—and 
a very unsatisfactory makeshift at that. 

A compensation measure eliminating all 
of the deficiencies of the existing law has 
been before congress more than a year, 
This new meagure has the indorsement of 
the American Association for Labor Legis- 
‘lation and of the federal bureau of labor, 
as well as of the workers for whose benefit it 
is intended. It is known ag the Kern-McGil- 
licuddy bill. 

The Kern-McGillicuddy bill has been 
modeled, it is stated, after the compensation 
laws of Great Britain, Germany, and 
Switzerland. There seems to be every reason 
why the United States government should 
give its civilian employés as much protec- 
tion as these countries give theirs.

LESSON OF X-RAY. 

-RAYS are teaching us many things 
about the digestive apparatus. Peo- 
ple are given full doses of bismuth 
and then X-ray pictures are taken 
at intervaln up to three days. These 
pictures show that the stomach begins to 
empty the food into the first part af the 
small intestine in a few minutes after eat- 
ing. This emptying process is complete in 
six hours. Within three or four hours 
some of the bismuth has passed through 
the thirty feet of the small intestine and is 

entering the large intestine. 
The rate of travel through the eig.t feet 
of the large intestine is slow. At the end 


bismuth is scattered from one end of the 
large intestine to the other. At the end of 
forty-eight hours most of the bismuth is in 
the last two feet of the large intestine, but 
some of it has not traveled more than two 
feet in that tube.

When the back muscles and the abdom- 
inal muscles are in good tone, when there 
is just enough fat and not too much, when 
the abdomen measures less than the chest, 
the organs of the abdomen are in the posi- 
tion where they were placed when nature 
started us out. 

The stomach is above the navel and on 
the left side. The emptying eüd of the 
stomach is in the middle line above the 
navel. The first part of the small intes- 
tine, called the cap, is to the right side and 
above the navel. The thirty feet of small 
intestine are coiled up around the navel, 
but just below it. 

The eight feet of large intestines start at 
the right hip bone, run up on the right 
side to a point one inch higher than the 
navel, then turn and cross to the left side 
on a line one inch above the navel, then 
turn and run down on the left side to the 
hip bone, then turn to the right and make 
a loop over toward the navel, and then tura 
down and towards the backbone to form 
the rectum. 

Packed away above on the right side is 
the liver; on the left side is the spleen; 
behind on both sides are the kidneys, and 
below are the organs of generation.

This is the arrangement as we start out. 
As the result of flabby muscles, of being too 
thin, of being too fat and then suddenly 
becoming thin, of insufficient chewing of 
the food, of improper eating, of wearing 
corsets, and perhaps of other causes, some- 
times one and sometimes another, the or- 
gans get out of position. 

Then they do not work right. The per- 
son knows something is wrong, but he does 
not know what it is. Maybe he says he 
gets bilious; maybe that he has indiges- 
tion; maybe autointoxication, or maybe he 
has pains of one sort or another; or it may 
be melancholia, or hypochondria, or neu- 
rasthenia, or a perpetual grouch. 

Now the X-ray comes along and says 
that the organs are out of position. It 
may be that the stomach has slouched down 
until it reaches well into the pelvis; or the 
large intestine, instead of crossing the ab- 
domen above the navel, sags down three or 
four inches below the navel. 

The stomach tires — out trying to

CORROSIVE SUBLIMATE EFFECT. 

J. A. L. writes: Does a fatal dose of cor- 
rosive sublimate poison all the blood that is 
in the bedy? Or only that that reaches the 
kidneys? If all of the blood does not get to 
the kidneys, how does all the poison get into 
the kidneys and kill them? Please explain 
how all the urine is got out of the blood by 
tne kidneys if all of it does not go through 
the kidneys, Does any of the urine reach the 
kidneys, save through the blood?“ 


REPLY. 

1. Yes. 

2. In time all of the bleod reaches the kidneys. 

8. A part of the question is answered in the 
reply to question two. However, kidney cells have 
a special affinity for corrosive sublimate. As the 
mercury circulates the kidney celle at once take 
out more than their share. In the course of time 
they take out much more than their mathematical 
proportion, because of the selective action re- 
ferred to. 

4. Again, I refer you to answer two. The urine 
is a watery solution of many different ingredients. 
There is never any urine, as such, in the blood. 
The different ingredients of the urine vary in their 
methods of origin. The antecedents of some of 
them circulate in the blood. When the tension 
rises above a certain point the kidney celis pick 
out these ingredients, change them chemically, 
and produce new substances, which go into solu- 
tion in the urine. Thus the tension of these in- 
gredients in the blood is lowered. Some other in- 
gredients pass through the kidneys without being 
greatly changed. For instance, when the blood 
pressure is high, an increased amount of water 
passes from the blood to the urine without being 
changed. But even here the process is not wholly 
mechanical. 

5. There are no vessels leading into the kid- 
neys, except blood vessels. Every chemical sub- 
stance found in the urine was carried to the kid- 
ney by the blood, some preformed and some ag 
material from which the kidneys build urinary 
ingredients.

Nor are 

all baronets reprobates, although the 

English playwright, who usually selects a 

wicked baronet for the villain of his drama, 

has done much to convey this widespread im- 
pression. 

The wicked baronet’ is bad enough, in 
all conscience. To make matters worse, 
there are a number of bogus baronets, many 
of whom refer to this side of the Atlantic 
in support of their pretentions. 
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With the object ot putting an end to this 
abuse, King Edward, only a few weeks before 
his death, issued a warrant, bearing the royal 
sign manual, not at the bottom, but at the 
top of the document, directing that an official 
roll of baronets should be prepared and kept 
at the office of the secretary of state for the 
home department; that it should be drawn up 
in consultation with one or the other of the 
kings of arms, Garter, Lyon, or Ulster, ac- 
cording to their respective heraldic jurisdic- 
tions, the roll to be submitted to the sover- 
eign once each year and published annually 
in the Official Gazettes of London, Edin- 
burgh, and Dublin. 

The name of no baronet was to figure on 
the roll who had not been able to prove his 
right to the title, and in case of any ques- 
tion or conflict the matter should be referred, 
first of all, to the attorney for the kingdom 
concerned and thereupon to the judicial com- 
mittee of the privy council to advise the 
sovereign with regard to any decision to 
which he may come in the matter. 

King Edward hoped by this means to put 
out of existence the bogus baronetcies, that 
is to say, to crush the pretensions of those 
making use of this particular dignity without 
any warrant or right, and who according to 
Burke, Debrett, and other standard Peer- 
ages,“ number nearly a hundred.

Edward VII.’s excellent intentions have, 
however, been frustrated by the present sec- 
retary of state for the home department, 
Reginald McKenna, who is proving as dismal 
a failure in his present office as he was when 
first lord oftheadmiralty. In fact, Secretary 
McKenna has practically given official en- 
couragement to the usurpation of baronet- 
cies, 

The first publication of the roll of baronets 
appeared in the supplement of the Official 
Gazettes of London, Edinburgh, and Dublin 
on Feb. 20, But the preamble of the list may 
be said to deprive it of all value, 

It states that the committee appointed by

His decree especially stipulated that it 
should include only persons who should 
for the future be officially recognized as en- 
titled to the dignity.” 

The preamble. of the roll of baronets in the 
gazette of Feb. 20, indeed, places a premium 
upon impudent usurpation of baronetcies, 
since it admits the doctrine that the use of 
the dignity without warrant for several gen- 
erations constitutes from henceforth a good 
title to the honor. 

Until now it has always been understood 
that baronetcies, like peerages, could only be 
bestowed by the sovereign, as the fountain 
of all honors.” From henceforth, however, 
according to Mr. McKenna in the Official 
Gazette, the grant of a patent by the mon- 
arch will be superfluous. All that is neces- 
gary is a wholly unauthorized assumption 
for two or three successive generations.

I have mentioned above that many of the 
bogus baronets refer to America in support 
of their prétentions. A word of explanation 
is necessary for this. ‘ 

Charles I., who, owing to his warfare with 
parliament, was in constant pecuniary 

raits, found in the sale of baronetcies a 
éonsiderable revenue. 

He endeavored to conceal the purely finan- 
eial nature of the transaction by declaring 
that the moneys thus obtained would be de- 
voted to the colonization of Nova Scotia and 
authorized the purchasers of these so-called 
Nova Scotia baronetcies to adopt the ar- 
morial bearings of Nova Scotia. 

In order to still further strengthen the im- 
pression that the funds secured by means 
of these baronetcies were to be expended in 
American colonization, instead of furnishing 
him with means to fight parliament, he con- 
ferred upon Sir William Alexander, subse- 
quently created Earl of Stirling, the right of 
selling baronetcies on this side of the Atlantic 
in connection with that peer’s scheme for the 
colonization of Nova Scotia. 


—>- 

Lord Stirling is known to have had at least 
200 patents signed by King Charles in blank, 
given to him for the purpose. According to 
some authorities, the number of these patents 
was still larger. 

The vicissitudes of Lord Stirling's colonial 
venture were such, Nova Scotia soon after- 
wards falling into the hands of the French, 
that no record was kept of the baronetcies 
thus sold, all data on the subject, such as 
there may have been, having been lost. 

The result is that the majority of the self- 
atyled baronets have no other pretext for the 
assumption of the dignity than their bare, un- 
supported statement that they are descended 
from one or another of the American colon- 
iste to whom Lord Stirling sold the Nova 
Scotia baronetcies at his disposal.

No Punishment for N. A. N. 

The committee exempted from punishment 
of any kind the officials of the National A- 
ciation of Manufacturers for the offenses 
which were exposed by Martin M. Mulhall.

Chicago Man Reaches New Orleans 
from Pioneering Trip. 


New Orleans, La. April 7.—[Special.]— 
Great opportunities await the American 
business man who ventures into South 
American fields with products for which 
@ demand exists, or for which a demand can 
be created, according to E. N. Hurley. 

Mr. Hurley, who is vice president of the 
Unnols Manufacturers’ association and spe- 
cial agent of the department of commerce, 
reached New Orleans today after a four 
months’ trip through the Barbados, Brazil, 
Uruguay, Argentina, Chile, Peru, and Pan- 
ama. 

He and his assistant, Robert H. Patchen, 
arrived here two days in advance of a big 
delegation of Chicago capitalists and busi- 


‘meas men, who were members of the party of 


sixty-five, which left Chicago on a trade 

extension trip through South America. 
Chicago Has Best Chance. 

All American manufacturing and export- 
ing cities can develop a big South American 
trade, Mr. Hurley believes. 

“That,” he said, “is particularly true of 
Chicago, which already is largely interested 
there in the development work which such 
pioneers as the packing houses and the In- 
ternational Harvester company have done. 

According to Mr. Hurley, Rio de Janeiro 
branches of the four big Chicago packing 
houses kill more beef cattle in a day than 
does Chicago. 

No Hostile Sentiment Exists. 

Mr. Hurley found no sentiment againet 
Americans or American made goods in South 
America. 

“The feeling there is most kindly to us.“ 
he said. All we have to do is to go after the 
business.”

Mme Teresa Carreno's 


Last Recital of Season. 


BY GLENN DILLARD GUNN. 

HE sixteen hundred music lovers who 

filled the Studebaker theater on Sunday 

for Mme, Teresa Carrenos last icusual 

of the season listened te some wonder- 

ful piano playing. They heard interpre- 
tations of the “Appa.ionata™ sonata, the 
Chopin barcarolle and A flat polonaise, the 
symphonic studies of Schumann, and the E 
major polonaise of Liszt that reaffirmed for 
those works the style and the traditions of Liszt 
and Rubinstein. 

There has been a great deal of fine pianistic 
art set before the concert-goers during the past 
six months. Some of it has belonged to the 
present and the future. Some, like that of Mme. 
Carreno, has reflected the concepts of beauty 
that the world is in danger of forgetting. 
Wherefore it is fortunate that the audience was 
large, and that the listeners were convinced; for 
that which they heard long will be cherished in 
grateful reeollection. 

— 

Mme. Carreno brought to this recital more of 
that fire and enthusiasm which touched her art 
so wonderfully in years gone by than has been 
her fortune at any of her previous appearances 
this season. The sonata she read with orches- 
tral breadth in the first movement, with the true 
impulse of song in the second, and with in- 
comparable bravoura in the great, sweeping 
finale. She brought reviving power to such 
familiar Chopin compositions as the C minor 
nocturne, the barcarolle, and the polonaise. In 
them she speaks the characteristic vernacular 
ef the pianist, but with an accent of mastery 
that is her own. She invests them with 4 
glamour that is quite indescribable and alto- 
gether beyond the powers of analysis. It is a 
matter of spirit and personality, not of tech- 
nical command or tonal luster.

This same witchery disclosed the beauties con- 
cealed beneath the imperfections of Schumann's 
piano idfom. It lifted MacDowell’s charming 
series of short pieces, “Les Orientales,” to 
heights of poetic imagery not heretofore real- 
ized as lying within the compass of the com- 
positions. And, of course, the Liszt polonaise 
was a masterpiece of technical dispiay and dra- 
matic utterance. 


The Madrigal Club Concert. 


The Chicago Madrigal club’s second concert 
for the present season brought the usual large 
and cordial gathering to the Fine Arts theater 
last night, The program was of the type which 
Mr. Clippinger’s chorus long since has made 
familiar and, what is better still for the cause 
of good music, popular as well. It first paid 
tribute to certain of the ancient masters of 
choral music such as Michael Haydn, Felice 
Aneria, and Volckmar Leisring, achieving with 
their works the only true display of vocal art 
which the evening afforded. For it is a fact 
that the art of writing for a cappella choir 
is, seemingly, one of the many that have been 
lost. | 

Perhaps the nearest approach to ancient 
standards of the modern offerings of last 
night's program was Granville Bantock's ar- 
rangement of an old English melody. It 
worked out some charming problems in voice 
leading after ancient English models—that is, 
with many attractive variations on the so- 
called “round,” a form much cultivated in 
England in the seventeenth century. For the 
rest the modern music presented was not pure 
choral music. Not even Joseph Haydn's quaint 
and nalve bit of humor was thought in vocal 
terms, and such composers as Stanford, Lester, 
Cole, Foote Loepke, and MacDowell really 
have transferred the instrumental idiom to 
voices, with results usually to be described as 
more or less unpleasa ..t. 

— 


Notably is this true in the case of Louis Vic- 
tor Saar, whose madrigal was awarded the 
prize this year. In the first place Mr. Saar’s 
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Leo Sowerby , Pianist> 
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composition may be called a madrigal only by 
courtesy since its form is not strict nor its 
style traditional. Neither 16 it a part song, at 
least not a successful one, since the voices are 
asked to accommodate themselves to progres- 
sions that would sound well if written for the 
orchestra, but which are as doleful as they 
are difficult when transferred to the chorus.

It is pleasant, however, to report enthusias- 
tically upon the quality of the performance. 
Mr. Clippinger’s singers have made great ad- 
vances thig season in the fine art of ensemble, 
There is a fine balance between parts when the 
chorus sings the music of the ancients. Beau- 
tifully proportioned presentations were ac- 
corded the “Ecce vidimus eum” of Michael 
Haydn, “ Alleluja! Christus surreit” of Aneria, 
and O filli et flagge by Leisring. And it is 
pleasant also to record the encouraging fact 
that the patrons of the club have come to 
Value that portion of the repertory which these 
works represent quite as Hhighly~if applause 
is indicative of appreciation—as the pre- 
sumably more popular numbers,

Just Cream. 


vou are trying to keep track of what 
you eat, to see if you are eating a reason- 
able proportion of the three substances 
which you must have in due proportion 
for a balanced diet, there are no foods like 
milk, cream, and butter for valuable supple- 
ments, especially since their value can be so 
easily reckoned. It is often hard to figure out 
the caloric value of a cooked dish and harder 
to figure out its content in terms of pro- 
tein, carbohydrates, and fats, because each 
of its several ingredients may contain each 
of these in some proportion, but the propor- 
tions in each will vary greatly. 

Four tablespoonfuls of cream will yield 100 
calories of energy, or as much as a small 
lamb chop. an ordinary serving of roast lamb, 
or a small portion of boiled ham, and it con- 
tains not only more fat, the energy maker, 
but the fat it does contain will be more agree- 
able and digestible except for a few persons, 
and therefore more completely utilized by the 
system, while saving it labor. 

A tumbler or measuring cup of cream will 
yield one-fourth of the energy needed for a 
whole day by a small person not doing hard 
labor. Any person with an extra amount of 
energy exhausting work to do may easily 
prepare for that emergency by taking a given 
supply of cream. Another device adopted by 
careful eaters who are almost too much occu- 
pied during the day to pay attention to pro- 
portions is to eat an egg at the final meal, 
especially if the foods of the day have been 
all energy making instead of tissue building 
foods. The great work of body building and 
repairing goes on during sleep, therefore to 
make up for an tnbalanced diet lacking in 
protein or building material is wise at the 
meal which is the last before bedtime.

We in America do not eat cream as fre- 
quently with all cooked fruits, Including pre- 
serves, as we might. The emergency preserve 
often seems a bit raw or strong by itself, 
while just.a little. good cream will make it 
delicious. The English even eat cream with 
jam and tarts (pies), especially clotted or 
Devonshire cream.

There are several methods of preparing this 
cream, which is only for those who have cows 
and so get the only sort of milk that can be 
used for it. As it keeps much better than 
cream not heated there is no reason, except 
lack of demand, why we should not be able 
to buy it.. An old recipe is the following: 

DEVONSHIRE CREAM.—The. ‘easiest. and 
surest way to make this delicate dish is to 
steam it Have a wide tin pan for the milk 
that will fit tightly into a vessel in which 
water can be boiled. in such a way that the 
bottom of the tin will be two or three inches 
above the water. Pour three or four quarts 
of milk, fresh from the cow, into the tin pan 
and let it stand twelve hours or more. Have 
the water boiling and set the tin of milk 
carefully on top. Do not touch the milk; the 
water must boil all the time until a rim of 
bubbles half an inch wide forms all around 
the pan of milk. The milk must not boil. 
Take it off and set it in a cool place for twelve 
hours or 80. Just before the cream is wanted 
take it off with a skimmer and serve in a 
glass dish.

A varied stock of clothing, shoes, dishes, 
and books, as well as furniture, make 
these stores a great boon to thousands of 
poor families, which are able to supply 
their needs at a great saving. It is chiefly 
the profits from these stores, together 
with the sale of many car loads of waste 
paper, which gave the league an income of 
approximately $30,000 in 1913. 

This makes the industrial phase of the 
league’s work more than self-supporting 
and pays for the heavy rental of verious 
buildings, but does not entirely provide 
support for the mission hall, employment 
bureau, and other auxiliaries. For these 
and new equipment the league is depen- 
dent on special gifts.

HARLIE was fortunate, after being 
with the league less than three 


| weeks, to get a job with one of the State 


street department stores. That was two 
years ago. Today he is earning a good 
galary as assistant buyer in one of the 


basement departments of this same store— 
a reborn man. 


Reborn, for Mr. Kilbey durin, Charlie's 
few days’ stay with the league had not 
failed to invite him to the meetings which 
are held nightly in a “gospel hall” at 806 
South State street. 

Perhaps this is the place to say that 
the Cristian Industrial league is con- 
ducted under the auspices of the Chicago 
presbytery of the Presbyterian church and 
is the only institution’ of its kind main- 
tained by any of the large denomiaations 
in this city. The league’s chief purpose is 
to help men get on their feet in a mate- 
rial sense, says the superintendent, and 
the mission feature has grown out of a 
need made obvious by its other work.

4 se third floor of the League's Twelfth 

street building is. occupied by 150 
cots, where any man can get lodging for 
5 or 10 cents, and if he is penniless he 
is given an opportunity to earn his bed. 
Last year the night’s lodgings given to- 
taled over 40,000. These figures include 
a dormitory in connection with the branch 
at 6787 Wentworth avenue which is a du- 
plicate of the headquarters on a smaller 
scale. 

A homeless men’s hotel with secommo- 
dations for 400 is the latest .ndertaking 
of the league. Special funds have been 
provided for remodeiing the five story build- 
ing at 882 South Statestreet Before May 
1 the upper floors will be occupied with 
dormitories and cubicles. Half of the first 
floor will contain a sitting room and bar” 
with saloon-like appointments, where coffee 
and wholesome foods can be obtained at low 
cost. 

Adjoining this room will be a large public 
hall, so furnished that it can be converted 
into a lounge when the cold winter evenings 
drive large numbers indoors.

At the Cottage hotel Carruthers saw much 
of Mrs. Osborne. The hotel is operated by 
Mrs. Evelena Palmer, widowed mother of 
Mrs. Osborne. Carruthers and Mrs. Osborne 
were friends. 

Carruthers and his wife were at odds. The 
quarrel broke a week ago with Mrs. Car- 
ruthers’ proposed purchase of an Easter hat. 
That night the husband was not at home. 
The next morning he tiptoed into his wife's 
room and left a note: 

I have cut out the drink.” 


But He Takes More Drinks. 

But it was a misty, drab morning. There 
was more drink. 

Carruthers, unsteady, nervous, appeared 
at his apartment yesterday afternoon. His 
wife was ironing.

United States Joins. Spain in 
Protest Against Villa’s « 
Action at Torreon. 


GRAVESITUATION FEARED 


Washington, D. C., April 7.—Vigorous rep- 
resentations went from the American gov- 
ernment today to Gen. Carranza, the Con- 
stitutionalist chief, urging that he modify 
the order of Gen. Villa expelling Spaniards 
from Torreon. 

This situation is giving grave concern to 
authorities here. The United States has un- 
dertaken to extend to Spaniards in Mexico 
the same protection it accords American res- 
ident there. The Spanish ambassador has 
been assured that nothing will be left un- 
done to assure for the expatriates at Tor- 
reon every right to which they are entitled 
under international law and usage. 

That Spain proposes to exhaust every re- 
source to protect its citizens in Mexico was 
made plain today, when Rear Admiral Mayo, 
stationed at Tampico, cabled the navy de- 
partment that the commanding officer of the 
British cruiser Hermione had been instruct- 
ed to care for Spaniards at this besiered 
federal port. Officials here did not c meet 
on this development. 


General Expulsion Rebel Policy? 

The gravity of the problem has been in- 
creased by unofficial but credible informa- 
tion that the policy of expulsion of the Span- 
lards is to be of general application; that as 
rapidly as the Constitutionalists by force 
of arms extend their control over such cities 
as Saltillo and Monterey and other places 
now within the Federal line, they intend to 
drive out the Spaniards and seize their prop- 
erty. 

An attempt to carry out such a plan would 
meet with determined opposition from the 
United States government 

Admiral Fietcher has ordered the battle- 
ship Utah frem Vera Cruz to Tampico to 
reimtorce the formidable American naval 
foree at that port. The battleships Con- 
necticut and Minnesota and the cruisers Des 
Moines, Chester, San Francisco, and the dis- 
patch boat Dolphin already are there. 


CAROTHERS AND CARRANZA MEDI 
Jwares, Mexico, April 7.—Despite expres- 
sions of Washington's unofMiolal displeasure 
at the expulsion of the Spantzh colony from 
Torreon, the purpose of the rebel leaders in 
this regard was unshaken today.

Carranza and Gen. Villa are in thorough gc- 
cord on the subject, and that the Spanish 
subjects throughout the republic, as fast as 
other states may fall into Constitutionalists’ 
hands, will be treated exactly as at Torreen 
and Chihuahua.

ROADS CONTROL 
PACKAGE SHIPPING 
ON GREAT LAKES? 


Witnesses Say Trunk Lines 
Have Monopoly in One Class 
of Freight Service.

CAUSE INCREASE IN RATES 


Barlow Asserts Much Traffic Is 
Deflected from Boats to the 
Rail Routes. 


CLAIMS SUPPORTED BY HALL 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.] 
Washington, D. C., April 7.—[Special.]—H. 
C. Barlow, traffic expert of the Chicago 
Association of Commerce, told the interstate 
commerce commission today that although 
the United States has spent $117,468,988 for 
the improvement of the great lakes for the 
benefit of all the people the trunk line rail- 
roads have obtained a monopoly of package 
shipping on the lakes, preventing the people 
from getting any resulting benefits from this 
tremendous expenditure. 

The railroads which have the monopoly 
are the Pennsylvania, the New York Cen- 
tral, the Lehigh Valley, the Delaware, Lack- 
awanna and Western, and the Erie. These 
roads control every package freight steamer 
on the great lakes. 

Mr. Barlow's statement was substantiated 
by G. Roy Hall, traffic expert of the Duluth 


chamber of commerce, who followed him on 
the stand. 


Forced to Rail Shipments. 

No one can deny that there isa racnop- 
oly of package freight vessels on the great 
lakes by the great trunk line railroads," Mr. 
Barlow said. “ This monopoly has resulted 
in an increase of freight rates on the lakes 
to such an extent that much of the shipping 
formerly done by water now goes by rail. 
This is shown by the exhibits in this case. 
It is my belief the monopoly was obtained 
to give the trunk lines the power to force 
the shippers to send most of their traffic at 
the higher rail rates.“ 

Mr. Barlow pointed out that the work of 
obtaining the monopoly of lake lines was 
started in 1901; that since that time there 
has been a total increase in lake and rail 
rates of 11 per cent, and if the proposed 5 
per cent raise goes into effect there will be 
an increase of 20 per cent. The lake rates 
have increased 35 per cent since 1901, accord- 
ing to the Chicago expert. 

This is true, however, only of the pack- 
age freight vessels, Mr. Barlow said. “ The 
bulk rates have gone down practically a 
corresponding amount, and instead of being 
higher now than in 1901 they are about 50 
per cent lower. The bulk rate men are not 
complaining, however, for they testified they 
are earning good returns on their invest- 
ments now.“ 


Great Expense to Nation. 

Mr. Barlow pointed out also that the exhib- 
its of the rail carriers show they spend prac- 
tically 77% per cent of their investment in 
right of way and improvements thereon. 

„The United States government and nature 
have provided the lake carriers with a right 
of way free of cost,” he said, but they want 
a further increase in rates, though since 1901 
they have received @ raise of 85 per cent. Not 
only that, but the government spends an- 
nually for the maintenance of this right of 
way upwards of $1,300,000, to which the car- 
riers contribute nothing. 

Mr. Barlow said the rail carriers’ exhibits 
showed that since 1903 they had spent .- 
400,000,000 on their lines, practically $2,000,- 
000,000 of which was on right of way. 


Given Favors Against Chicago. 

During his statement he charged that Mis- 
sissippi river cities are favored in the through 
rates over Chicago. The lake and rail rate 
from New York to Chicago is 62 cents and 
from Chicago to Omaha 80cents, ora total of 
$1.42 from New York te Omaha. The ocean 
and rail rate to St. Louls is 78 cents and the 
rate from St. Louis to Omaha is but 60 cents, 
or a tetal of $1.38 to ship by that way. 

Mr. Hall stated that until the railroads got 
control plead aca the latter fought all 
proposed in lake rates. They were 
making big profits on low rates. As soon as 
the railroads got control they shoved the lake 
rates up so close to the rail rates that many 
shippers quit using the water in order to ob- 
tain faster service by rail. He o pointed 
out that as soon as the railroads gafned full 
control they cut out many lake routes, forcing 
shippers to use the rail routes exclusively. 


Charges Pooling Agreement. 
The Duluth man said the system of differ-

BOGOTA, Colombia, April 7.—The treaty 
bet ween the United States and Colombia set- 
tling the Panama controversy was signed 
today at the state department of Colombia 
by the American minister, Thaddeus A. 
Thomson, and representatives of the Co- 
lombian government. 

The signing of this treaty is looked upen 
here as a most momentous event in the his- 
tory of the foreign relations of Colombia. It 
is pointed out by those who have been 
strongly supporting the treaty that the 
friendship of the government and the people 
of the United States is of incalculable value. 
The settlement of this vexed question in- 
dicates a marked change in the sentiment of 
Colombians for the United States, in which 
they frankly acknowledge their best inter- 
ests and future development lie. The feel- 
ing of satisfaction and relief from the 
situation which has existed during the last 


night. 


WAS UP BEFORE TAFT. 

Washington, D. C., April 7.—Signing of the 
treaty of Bogota today was the outcome of 
negotiations that had been in progress since 
shortly after President Wilson took office, 
the Colombian government having closed 
its dealings with the Taft administration 
with the avowed purpose of renewing its 
efforts to obtain satisfactory reparation for 
the separation.of Panama from the incoming 
Democrats. 
Details of the agreement have not been 
made public here. It is understood, however, 
that the treaty provides that the United 
States shall pay to Colombia a lump sum of 
$25,000,000 in full payment for the loss suf- 
fered by the latter country when Panama 
seceded and transferred the Canal Zone to 
the United: States for the exclusive rights 
the United States and for the exclusive rights 
an interoceanic canal through Colombian 
territory, and for a coaling privilege on the 
Colombian coast. 

Disposes of Vexing Question. 

The greatest importance is attached by 
the Washington government to the con- 
summation of this agreement as it disposes 
of one of the most troublesome problems 
which the United States ever hag had to deal 
with in its relations with Latin-America. 

Colombia has been bitter toward the United 
States and the Panama incident had been 
held. up in ail Latin-America as an illus 
tration of the domineering and oppressive 
attitude of the great republic to the north 
toward its smalier neighbors.

Ruling Holds it is Legal for Same 
Persons to Own Stocks in 
Two Corporations. 


SIMILAR TO READING ACTION 


Trenton, N. J., April 7—The United States 
court filed an opinion here today dismissing 
the suit of the United States government 
against the Delaware, Lackawanna and 
Western Railroad company and the Dela- 
ware, Lackawanna and Western Coal com- 
pany for alleged violation of the commodity 
clause and the Sherman anti-trust law. 

The court holds that there is no United 
States law or decision prohibiting the same 
set of individuals holding stock in two dis- 
tinct corporations, even if they may be em 
gaged in kindred business. 

The decision was handed down here by 
Judges Gray, Buffington, and McPhereon 
of the Third Judicial circuit. The action 
was brought in the federal court here, but 
throught a certificate of expedition filed by 
Attorney General McReynolds was heard by 
the judges of the Court of Appeals at Phile- 
delphia in January. 


Case of Great Importance. 

The case is considered of the highest im- 
portance by the government, as it is one of 
the steps planned by the department of 
justice in its efforts to break up what 
it alleges to be a monopoly of the anthra- 
cite coal trade. The case, which was 
brought under both the Sherman anti-trus¢ 
law and the commodities clause of the Hep- 
burn railroad law, will go direct to the u- 
preme court of the United States. 

A similar suit was instituted against the 
Lehigh Valley railroad and its subsidiaries 
in the Federal court in New York, and an- 
other government action against the Read- 
ing to separate it from the Jersey Central 
railroad and other interests is in the United 
States court in Philadelphia. 

Today's decision is the second that this 
court has handed down in a commodities 
clause case. The first case involved all the 
anthracite roads and reached the Supreme 
court, which decided that the commodities 
clause was constitutional, but that a railroad 
might own stock in a bona fide corporation 
which owns the commodity. 


How Companies Were Divided. 

After the Supreme court decision the Del- 
aware, Lackawanna and Western rallroad 
company declared an extra dividend of 3 
per cent, and the Stocken en 
the option to use half of the dividend to pure 
chase stock of the Delaware, Lackawanna 
and Western Coal company, which was or- 
ganized to take over the marketing of the 
railroad’s coal. 

The government's contention in the sul§ 
dismissed today was that the Delaware,

FEDS 10 ASK MAJOR PRICES 


Big League Tariff Will Prevail 
in All the Cities. 


WEEGHMAN USES MORE MEN. 


Additional Force Put to Werk to Com- 
plete Park on Time, 


BY HARVEY T. WOODRUFF. 

Major league prices will prevail at Federal 
league parks this season, not only in Chicago 
and St. Louis, where the Feds will competé 
against established major league clubs, but 
also in cities where American association 
and International league teams are their 
rivals. 

This question of admission prices has 
caused much speculation among those out- 
side the new organization. It was conceded 
that the Chicago and St. Louls Fed clubs 
would adhere to the big league tariff of 75 
cents for grand stand and $1 for box seats, 
but it was thought 50 cents might be the pre- 
valling grand stand price in some of the 
smaller cities. 


Feds May Change Prices. 

In many Association towns, however,.the 
local clubs reserve a portion of the grand 
stand on Sundays and holidays, charging 75 
cents for these seats and 81 for boxes. Base- 
ball patrons of recent years have shown a willing- 
nets to pay higher prices for better seats provided 
the races were close, and have refused to attend, 
whatever the price, when forced to see a losing 

tion. The Feds, of course, are at liberty 
to change their price schedule if competition any- 
where makes such a move advissbie. 

In the collection of revenue for league ex- 
penres, the Feds will follow the American league 
plan of taking a percentage from the receipts 
of each game, rather than the National league 
plan of a pro rata assessment among the clubs,

Washington, D. C., April 7.—[{Special.]— 
There is no question now that the president 
is facing a more vigorous fight than he ex- 
pected in the matter of the repeal of the law 
exempting American coastwise ships using 
the Panama canal from the payment of tolls. 
On the surface the administration won a 
‘victory in the open senate today and sus- 
tained a setback at the meeting of the com- 
mittee on interoceanic canals. By a vote of 
85 to 27 the senate referred to the cemetery 
‘of the foreign relations committee the Poin- 
dexter resolution calling on the president for 
the real reason behind his demand for the 
passage of the repeal! bill. The interoceanic 
‘canals committee, over the protest of only a 
single senator—Brandegee of Connecticut— 
decided to hold hearings beginning on Thurs- 
day and lasting for fifteen days. 


Divided on Senate Action. 

The administration and its opponents 
claim that the vote on the Poindexter resolu- 
tion forecasts the passage or the defeat of the 
repeal biil, according to the views of the per- 
son with whom one talks. Friends of the 
president say that if the men fighting repeal 
had had the strength they would have forced 
the senate to adopt the Poindexter resélution, 
would have declined to hold hearings, and 
would have brought about early action upon 
the repeal proposition itself.

“There is universal complaint through- 
out the country,“ said Mr. Mann. “It is 
true that the members of the board who 
made the selection probably are satisfied. 
Following a practice which has often been 
charged—that the members of the commit- 
tee on rivers and harbors do not entirely 
neglect their own localities—it is apparent 
that the secretary of the treasury, Mr. Mc- 
Adoo, receives a bank in New York, the 
controller of the currency, John Skelton 
Williams, receives a bank in his little city, 
Richmond, and the secretary of agriculture, 
Mr. Houston, gets two banks, St. Louis and 
Kansas City, in his state, and that outsideof 
New York the others do not receive the 
business which naturally trends in their 
direction. 


Charges Partisan Considerations. 

“Now, gentlemen, I may say that the 
board had difficulties. Of course they had 
difficulties, but we believe that this board was 
governed to a large extent by partisan con- 
siderations in making these selections. The 
only way that belief can be removed will be 
by the future conduct of the banks—if it can 
be removed in that way. 

“It will be a sorry day for this country 
when gentlemen through legislation have 
injected politics into the financial operations 
of the country.” We feared that was being 
done when the banking and currency bill 
came before the house. We were told that 
our fears were baseless, Up to the present 
time the fears do not appear to have been 
baseless. All that has been done apparently 
has taken politics into consideration. We 
hope it will not continue.

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WEST UP IN ARMS 
OVER BANK SITES 


Seven Governors Demand Two 
More Reserve Branches in 
Their Section. 


CONFERENCE IN DENVER. 


Agree to Request for Proceeds 
from Public Domain for 
Building Roads. 


Denver, Colo., April 7.—Governors of seven 
states, delegates to the Western Governors’ 
conference in session here, late today went 
on record with a demand to congress for 
the establishment of two more regional re- 
serve banks—o in the Pacific northwest 
and the other in the Rocky mountain states. 

The action was taken on motion of Gov. 


| Ernest Lister of Washington and was con- 


curred in by Governors Tasker L. Oddie of 
Nevada, Joseph M. Carey of Wyoming, Os- 
wald West of Oregon, John M. Haines of 
Idaho, William Spry of Utah, and E. M. 
Ammons of Colorado. 
West, and Haines were appointed as a com- 
mittee to draft resolutions in conformity with 
the motion as passed. 


Gov. Carey Voices Protest. 
It was Gov. Carey who broached the ques- 


‘tion of the regional reserve banks. 


I think the gentlemen who fixed the places 
for these banks forgot the west,“ he said. 
„We discovered in 1907 that it was not so 
much the ownership of money that counted, 
but the fact that the east held our money. 
A bank has been placed in Boston, another 
in New York, another in Richmond—nobody 
knows any reason for placing it in Richmond. 
The Union Pacific railroad is given no con- 
venient banking facilities. 

“To us in Wyoming, San Francisco is 
more foreign than London, and we have no 
business relations at all with Kansas City. 
The governors should insist on the enact- 
ment of a special law creating two more 
regional banks. The northwest is entitled 
to one and I believe one should be located 
in Denver.” 


Take Stand on Good Roads. 

The governors took a positive stand on the 
subject of federal aid in roadmaking by 
adopting a resolution urging congress to turn 
over to the western states 5 per cent of the 
public domain within their boundaries, the 
proceeds to be used for the improvement of 
the highways. 

Gov. Ammons, in his address of welcome, 
outlined the plan of the executives to de- 
mand more liberal federal policies in admin- 
istering the public domain, adding: 

“We don't ask anything unreasonable; 
we intend to ask only the rights that were 
granted to all the older states.“ 

Brief speeches were made by Govs. West, 
Lister, and Spry. after which Gov. Carey 
took the floor to discuss the Carey act irri- 
gation projects. 


Carey Tells of Land Reclamation. 

He declared that 900,000 acres of land in 
Wyoming had been reclaimed under the pro- 
visions of the statute. 

But,“ he continued, restrictions on the 
part of the federal government and the long 
delays thereby occasioned have largely neu- 
tralized the good results of the law. A part 
of the faults he charged against the federal 
government he laid at the door of the civil 
eervice, declaring that department heads 

‘are unable to discharge men who are ineffi- 
cient." 

Gov. Oddie urged the governors to take 
measures to check the emigration of farmers 
to the Canadian northwest, declaring that 
more liberal land laws, with this in view, 
were imperatively needed.

‘funds for road building, developed at the

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SIBGEL FACES NEW CHARGES | RECORD BREAKING 


Jury Votes More Indictments 
Against Mercantile Partners. 


BASED ON BANKING DEALS. 


Grand Larceny of $625,000 Charged; 
Loss by Stores Put at $5,000,000. 


New York, April 7.—Fourteen new indict- 
ments against Henry Siegel and Frank E. 
Vogel, heads of the bankrupt Siegel enter- 
prises, were returned today by the grand 
jury. that has been investigating the failure 
of the Henry Siegel & Co. private bank and 
the methods of the department stores con- 
trolled by the two men. 

The indictments charge grand larceny and 
violations of the state banking laws. 

The indictmcnts charging grand larceny 
deal with $625,000 alleged to have been ob- 
tained by means of false statements. The 
indictments for violations of the state bank- 
ing law charge that the two men accepted 
deposits for the bank when they knew it to 
be insolvent. Three other indictments charg- 
ing the same crimes have already been re- 
turned against the men. 


Basis for Indictments Shown. 

District Attorney Whitman later gave out 
the text of the indictments, accompanied 
by a memorandum laying bare the prac- 
ticcs and the data, extracted by forty ac- 
countants, upon which the grand jury’s ac- 
tion was taken. Schedules showing the in- 
debtedness of the stores on various dates 
are incorporated, to contrast with the alleged 
fraudulent statements on the condition of the 
stores, signed and issued, generally by Sie- 
gel, for the purpose of obtaining credit from 
the banks. 

The annual reports and returns furnished 
to the United States government and the 
states of New York and Massachusetts were 
correspondingly falsified, the memorandum 
alleges. 

Embraced in the indictments is only a por- 
tion of the transactions, which, according 
to the memorandum, reached $2,500,000 in 
the year 1912. 


Three Stores Lose $5,000,000, 

More than $5,000,000 is alleged to have been 
lost in three mercantile enterprises, the Bos- 
ton store alone having lost a sum in excess 
of $3,000,000, it is declared. The books of 
that store were manipulated in the same 
way, it is claimed. The annual auditing re- 
quired there by the state law was circum- 
vented, it is alleged, by having it done by 
an auditor from the Siegel New York stores, 
who had falsified the books in accordance 
with instructions previous to passing upon 
thelr correctness. 

During the last year,.“ the district attor- 
ney states, all three stbres, including the 
Simpson-Crawford, were operated with 
heavy losses. The only explanation of the 
continuance in business is that Siegel and 
Vogel knew that to close the stores would 
result in disclosure of the frauds that had 
been going on for years.“ 

Siegel, it is understood, will appear in court 
tomorrow to plead to the new charges.

CROP INDICATED 


Federal April Report Gives 
Promise of 662,000, 000 Bush- 
els of Winter Wheat. 


SMALL LOSSES SHOWN. 


Outside Markets Decline as Re- 
sult of Bearish Figures; 
Corn Holds Firm. 


The April government report on the con- 
dition of winter wheat was given tothe trade 
yesterday and showed a promise for the 
greatest winter wheat crop in the history of 
the country. The crop indicated ts 662,000,000 
bu, compared to 671,000,000 indicated last De- 
cember, and 562.000, C00 bu a year ago April 1. 
The crop harvested last year was finally 
estimated by the government at 523,000,000 
bu, which set a new high record for winter 
wheat 

No account has been taken of abandoned 
acreage, which will be shown in the May re- 
port. Judging from state and private re- 
porte tne area abandoned from winter kill- 
ing and other causes this year will be the 
tinallest in many years, if vot the smallest on 
record. With an average abandoned acre- 
age the crop stil) will be by far the largest 
ever raised if there is no more than the 
usual deterioration between now and har- 
vest. 


Condition Higher than Expected. 

The condition of the crop was placed at 
95.6, a decline from the December report of 
1.6, compared to an average decline of 36 
pwints. The high condition indicates that 
the mild winter was particularly easy on the 
crop and warrants the belief that the acre- 
age abandoned wil] be small. 

The April condition of 05.6 is the highest 
with one exception since 1894. In 1908 the 
condition of winter wheat April 1 was 97.3, 
Lut froin April to harvest there was heavy 
ceterioration in the crop, the outturn that 
year being comparatively small, 399,000,000 
bu. The acreage that year, however, was 
about 4,000,000 acres less than was sown last 
tall. 

The acreage of winter wheat as sown last 
fail was approximately 36,500,000 acres. This 
ls the largest acreage of winter wheat ever 
suwn. The year previous the acreage sown 
Was 33,618,000 acres, and the acreage har- 
vested last year was 31,692,000 acres 


Bright Prospects General. 


A feature of the report is the high condition of 
the crop in all the big winter wheat states. Ohio 
has a condition of 96, or 16 points above the ten 
year average. Indiana had a condition of 97; Illi- 
nels, 98; Michigan, 92; Nebraska, 938; Kansas, 96; 
Oklahoma, 97. In all of these states the condition 
is much higher than the average for a term of 
years. 

The Pacific northwest states also show a high 
condition, Oregon having a condition of 102; Cali- 
fornia, 95; Washington, 97, and Idaho, 98.
